The examiner finds no remarks that fully and clearly state elements (A), (B), (C), and (D) above. The amendment of 
Claim 6 alters the scope of the claim from "a primary node" (which includes any primary node maintaining the data) to "the 
primary node" (which mandates referring to the specific primary node in claim 1 and no others). 
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
